What is known as sea level, and to this 
all thermometers are calibrated. Ju a 
mountainous region the pressure is 
hardly ever so much as fifteen pounds, 
and water boils at sometimes us low as 
200 degrees. 


If water is boiled in a diving bell, 


where the pressure is forty or lifty, 
pounds a square inch, its temperature i 
•will be sevetal hundred degrees in- 
stead of 212. If water is boiling in a 
near vacuum the temperature is so 
small that the hand thrust into tue 
water vould actually feel cold. 


What has been said about the boiling 


point applies to some extent to the 
freezing point, but here It differs fnr 
different materials, whereas the re- 
marks about the boiling point of -water 
apply to the boiling points of all 
liquids. 


Some substances when they freeze 


become larger, while others become 
smaller. On this depends the freezing 
point at different pressures of atmos- 
phere. \Vater expands on freezing; so 
do type metal and some other things. 
All other substances become smaller 
on freezing. Water pipes burst when 
the water freei-es. Coins ni gold and 
silver are stamped instead of beiim 
molded, for the metals grow smaller on 
freezr.g or solidifying, find consequent- 
ly thu coin would be wabbly. 


It has been found that the thingl 


that expand on solidifying, as water. 
freeze at a lower temperature whon 
the pressure is increased, while the 
others freeze at a higher.

The pressure will 
help it to get smaller, and consetiuu/tf- 
ly the greater the pressure the lo^s 
heat it has to lose on attaining tho 
solid state, so it will freeze at hivhci 
temperature. 
If the pressure is great 


enough it may freeze or solidify at a 
thousand degrees temperature, which 
is high enough to Change most sub- 
stances to vapor under ordinary at- 
mospheric pressure.
